BrJSuVery n-cently an HBpe cB M elis 
as In lil in Virginia in which a maj< 
of Democrats were elected; iudi'ed, we l)e- 
liuve all l>em<x-rats; but the particulars 
hat e not yet conic to hand. At BBMB th>- 
Administration journals aud its swifi 
einissjtry— the telegniph— announeed to 
t Ii*- whole country the eletHetl were 
disimionists. The object of this was to 
show that the whites, under the laws of 
Virginia, could not be trusted with the 
riKhi of suffrage; and, therefore, it was 
necessary for the General Government, by 
an act of arbitrary power, to disfranchise 
all white men and confer the right of suff- 
rage upon the bhu k alone. The announce- 
ment was made at the time that President 
Johnson was delilierating upon the policy 
to l»e adopted in r»>ceiviiig North Carolina 
into her |s»sitionas a loyal .State; whether 
she should still be governed by her laws 
in existence previous BB secession, or the 
< iovernruent should dole out privilege at 
discretion. If it could lie shown that in 
Virginia the w hites were too disloyal to 
• a" trusted, then a powerful argument 
would Ik- provided against allowing an 
opiKiituiuty for a similar event to takv* 
place in Carolina. 

As usual, the report that (hose elected 
were disunionists. proves to la- false — one 
of those stories circulated by the radicals 
to attain their ends. The truth 
out. it appears that tho> 
Lnioiiinis, ih«m<rli M<l | r: 
are no disuili>'ni>.U In Hi 
war hrts entirely and eft*; 
that question. There are to-day more dis- 
unionists in New England thau in the 
BkMBtk. With the South, il Ifl looke<lu]>on 
as a settled question. In the Xoith, the 
radicals regard it and a.-t upon it as if it 
was a question yet to l»e settled. 

At this time such erroneous opinions 
pr.-vail in the Xorth among the radicals, 
it is a pleasure to meet with one who, 
though a radical, willingly acknowledges 
an existing fact, and BfBHtjT censures 
those who deny it. 

In the New York Tribune we find a 
letter from Martin Y. Conway, the well- 
known Abolition Congressman from 
Kansas, who speaks ibi»" of the Virginia 
■bbbbMB: 

In the lirst place there has tBMM no gen- 
eral election taken place in Virginia since 
the restoration. The election to which 
allusion is made was a special one, held 
in six counties, and Iherrl H '-turns have 
us yet Peril h'Jeived from only three. I 
BBB informed upon the best* authority 
that of the persons chosen in the three 
counties heard from, all were Union men 
before the war, exeept the ones from Al- 
exandria. In the next plaeo. It is a fact 
that there arc no longer anv "disunion- 
ists ' m Virginia. The people ar« all for 
the I'aion. Having failetl in their effort 
for a separate trover nment, and reeog- 
niziug tluU failure as conclusive, they hc- 
ci -pi the I'nion without n-servation," in- 
tending to stand by it in g.axl faith. The 
National < ;<>\ «'»n»niri11 '-tn Is- theirs and 
their children's forever; and to that Gov- 
ernment, albeit they would not have vol- 
untarily chosen it, thev will (Banc faithful 
allegian.i-. This is the exact position of 
ninetv-nine hundredths of the peoDle of 
Virginia. 

I deeply regret It) see the spirit of pro- 
scription which many persons entertain 
toward the Southern 'people in their pres- 
ent condition— a people whose kindred 
blood and heroic character, to say uotliing 
of their misfortunes, should commend 
them to our sympathy and resjieet. This 
spirit of proscription is wrong. The sla\ <■- 
holders' rebellion was precipitated by ir- 
pBBBtible fiirces, and il is uin'ust to hold 
individuals D-wimnsible for it. It should 
rather eotlVid llioinas Jefferson than Jef- 
ferson Ibit is i,f iM'ing its author; but the 



IMS* ! 'dliwl interests with the South, but from 

the fact that the poUej occasioned by a 
wrong understanding is dirwtly injurl- 
I ous to us. 

The object iu pursuing it is to force the 
I policy of negro suffrage ihxui the roun- 
! try. It is the excuse for denying to white 
| men rights they have held as long an this 
i was a country. It is a step uot only to- 
ward emancipating the negro, but also 
clothing him with all the rights of a'r'ltl- 
«en. It indicates a policy by whick>a» 
alliance lietween the negro and radical 
v.. to w ill obtain ->u. h a firm hold upon 
the Government that it cannot l»e shaken 
off without another disastrous war. 

We know nothing more ruinous in .h. 
laSfoin of the future than this rwing 
cloud. No act is more reckless or thought- 
less than tliat of those who enconrge 
measures tluit promote il. From slavery 
to freedom, from freedom to domiciliation 
in our midst, from domiciliation to a 
place in the jnry-liox and a vote at the 
polls; the first step being made, all laffr/ 
and rapid. 

It is common to hear in rhetorical lan- 
guage tliat the cliarge that an effort is ke- 
ing made to place the negro uj>on in 
♦ quality with the w hile man, is al.surd: 
tluit he is not by nature, and cannot be 
mad.-, the equal of the white. 

In a general sense this is true, and *e 
want to see the fact acknowledged in the 
laws. The radicals, however, urge, 
what is jKJssible. to make the negro the 
equal of the white man before the law: 
to give him the rights enumerated, ami 
leave him to take his natural position. 
This is strange from those who admit 
his inferiority. If he is inferior, the in- 
terests of both the white and black races 
demand that the laws shall conform to 
and proceed upon the actual fact, and not 
ujK)u visionary and impossible hypothe- 
sis. 

irjrThe Louisville Journal is greatly 
assisted iu its work now by the Macon 
Telegraph, a quondam secession sheet. It 
has become very submissive, and exhorts 
the rest of mankind to acquiesce in a 
scheme of managing labor in w hich slave- 
ry is not aljolished; on the contrary, the 
white man and negro are Ixith slaves un- 
der an overseer of the Freedmen's Bu- 
reau. This agent of the bureau is to make 
the contracts for lalxir, fix prices, Ac, and 
enforce the contract against employer and 
employed. The State authorities are to 
be ignored, and the arbitrary dictum of a 
bureau is to take the place of law. An 
overseer is to Ix? legislator, judge and jury. 
A quondam rebel advises favorably on 
this subject, aud the editor of the Journal

L'poD this question there can la- no 
doubt, as an examination of the provis- 
ion of the Constitution will show. 

Section 7 of Article rv of tho Constitu- 
tion is as follows: 

"If a vacancy shall occur in said Curt 
(of Appeals):' 

or shall issue a writ of election to the 
proper district, to fill such vacancy for 
tlie residue of the term; PraaMed, that If 
the unexpired termite less than one year, 
the Governor shall appoint a Judge to 
fill such vacancy." 

This provision considered alone lead 
to the conclusion that when tho vacancy 
is for a longer time than one year, the 
power to appoint does not exist j and we 
apprehend that those who doubt or denv 
the right to appoint, totally o verba >k the 
Mh section of Article Bl, winch is as fol- 
lows: 

"He (the Governor) shall have power 
to fill all vacancies that imiv occur, bv 
granting commissions, which shall ex- 
pire when such vacancies shall have been 
filled according to the provisions of the 
< '.institution." 

Considering these two clauses of the 
Constitution together, the powers and 
duty of the Governor are clear. He 
must order an. election to fill the vacancy, 
which election cannot be held under tlie 
statute, as amended lty the last Legisla- 
ture, till August next" This is ch ar front 
the first section quoted. Under the sec- 
ond he as clearly nas the right to till the 
vacancy by appointment, until the elec- 
tion, which will be the period when, "at?- 
cording to the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion" the vacancv shall have lx>en filled.

Bernut.— Where n hill of Indian corn 
has failetl, plant three hills of early beans.

Beef.*. — Mash lumps in the soil with a 
wooden mallet, ■ frw hour* after a show- 
er — thus will he almowt equal to a hoeing — 
l'ii I! up all weeds near tho young plants. 
Good crops may be raised even when 
plantiil in June, if the soil and cultiva- 
tion be good. 

Butter. — Give cows an abundance of 
sweet grass and clean water, and access 
to salt ; see that boys aiul dogs do not 
worry them ; milk "regularly with clean 
hands; keep milk hi clean and sweet ves- 
sel*, ami in a cool, pure apartment; churn 
often : w ork tho butter well, with anv- 
j thing but the liear hands; use only tfie 
purest and be^t salt : pack in clean jars or 
tul>s: keep cool, aud the hotter will be 
equal to prime "Orauge County." 

Cabbage*.— Put out the planls in good 
season; apply a heavy dressing of horse 
manure, well worked into the soil; ho.- 
mornings while the dew is on, working 
over the earth a few im-hes deep; and we 
will almost guarantee large, hard heads. 
Insects may make the result doubtful. 

Carrot*. — Pull all weeds near the young 
plants when the soil is wet. Carrots re- 
quire clean cultivation. Where the seed 
failed to come up, put in turnips or on- 
ions. Mee "How to Raise Carrots" in 
May number. 

Con*. — Keep cultivators and horse hoea 
in o]ieration until tlie corn beoumes large 
enough to shade tlie ground. Hot and 
dry weather is the U-st time to subdue 
grass and weeds. Reiul article on culti- 
vating corn on page 178. 

Cattle. — See that all cattle have access to 
pure water. Where they drink at a pond, 
large poles or sticks of timber shoultfkfep 
them from going into tho water to stand, 
as they usually dung immodiateiv after 
drinking. Do not food too many animals 
on the same ground. One good cow, well 
fed, will yield more milk than two cows 
on short pasture. 

Calves. — Keep calves- in Uusu and ilry 
yards or jpens, and mow a little grass 
daily for tuciu. June is one of the l»~it 
mouths to commence improvements in 
neat cattle. When- calves are allotted to 
suck, put a little wheal hour in one end of 
a small trough and salt in the other end, 
where cah. s can reach it. They soon eat 
meal. 

Cellar*. — Clean hou.se and barn cellars;

and sprinkle quick lime when* there i* 
dampness or iiupurit.\ .

pleteuesH of t/ie reproduction and the di- 
verges* of oj anions. But what in clear 
to the 4-yes of .every one is, thai, to pre- 
vent anarchy in men's minds tltat formid- 
able eneniv of true lilierev, the Emperor 
had cstalKisheAl, lirst in his CmbbUj, ami 
afterwards in his government, that se- 
vere discipline which admittetl but one 
will and ORB ar-tion. I cannot, hBBMB- 
fortli deviate from the same rule of con- 
tluct. Monsieur and dear cousi n, I pray 
God to have you in His holy keeping.

McCarty named muskets loaded 
with buckshot, and so near together that 
they wonld hit beads if they fell on their 
faces This was changed by the seconds 
to loading with bullets, and taking twelve 
feet as the distance. Mason was killed 
instantly, end McCerty, who had his colla- 
bone broken, still lives, with his sister in 
Georgetown. His hair turned white so 
soon after the fight as to cause much com- 
ment. He has since been solicited to act 
a« second in a duel, but refueedin accord- 
ance wah a pledge made to his wife soon 
after killing her brother.

In 182tj, Henry Cley foaght this eeeond 1 u, » 
due! with Jotrn Randolph, just across tbe j 
rotomec, as Randolph preferred to die, If i { Si 
at all, on Virginia soil. The latter receir- ' i ,Krx 
ed Clay e shot and then fired his pistol in 
the air. This was in accordance with a 
declaration made to Mr. Benton, who spoke 
to Rendolph of a cell tbe evening before 
on Mrs Ctey, and alluded to the quiet 
■leep of her child end tbe repose of tbe 
mother. General Jefsup was Cley'a second 
When Rendolph fired, he remarked: "I do 
not shoot at you, Mr. Clay,' end extending 
bis hand, advanced towards Clay, who 
rnshed to meet him. Randolph showed 
Clay where his ball struck bis coat, and 
eaid facetiously: "Mr. Clay, you owe ate e 
co*L Clay replied: "Ihank God the 
debt is no greater." They were friends 
ever after. 

la 1832, Merlin was killed here,byCarr. 
Their firs: names are not remembered. 
They were from the South. 

In 1834, Mr. Key (son of Frank Key, 
and brother of Btrton K- y, of Sickles no- , 
to- iety ), met Mr. Sherborn, end Sherborn 
eaid: "Mr Key, I have no desire to kill 
you ' "No matter," Key said, "I came to 
kill you " "Very well, then," said Hfcer- • 
born, "I wilt kdl yeu;' ( and he did. 

In 1838, W. J Graves, of Kentucky, re- ! 
so mi tig the qiarrel of James Watson Webb 
and Jonathan Cilly, of Maine, selected this 
place for Cilly c murder, hut the parties 
learning that Webb, with two friends. Jack 
eon and Morrell, were armed and in pur- 
suit of aseaesiaeting Cilley , moved towards 
the river and nearer the city. Their pur 
e tie re also mowed towards the river, brat 
missed the parties, sod then returned te 
the city, to which they were soon followed 
by Graves and the corpse of Cdiy. 

la 18i5, a lawyer named Jones fought 
with aad killed Dr. Johnson. 

In 1851, R A. House and A. J. Dallis had 
a hostile meeting here. Dallis was shot 
in the ekenbier, bu« recovered. 

In 1852, Daniel and Johnson, two Rich- 
mond editors, held a harmless set-to here, 
which terminated in coffee. 

In 1858, Davis aad Ridgewey fought here. 
Ridceway allowed his antagonist te ire, 
without returning the shot
